Good Roads Being Built Here. 
The good roads surrounding Gettys- 


burg and leading into this place is 
something for all our people and the 
farmers ail about UK to sit up and 
take notice of. The battlefield ave- 
nues have become so familiar to our 
people, thai it is only when one goes 
into some oilier community and the 
surrounding territory and compares 
our roads with those mei elsewhere, 
that the feeling cf the far superior 
condition here can be appreciated. 


Toward the north and west the 


roads built by T. E. Farrel are in daily 
use and anpreciation. These roads are 
built by the Battlefield Commissioners 
under special direction of the govern- 
ment authorities by the way of some 
return to Cumberland township in the 
loss of taxes on the great quantity of 
land owned by the government. The 
road from borough limits to the bridge 
on the Harrisburg road is a fine piece 
of road. Also the Carlisle road from 
town to the Ross farm. The state 
road from the latter point is complet- 
ed to the foot of Keckler's hill and 
when the portion on the hill is finished 
there will be three miles of good road 
in that direction. The Mummasburg 
road and the Fail-field road bring good 
roads a little further out to the farm- 
ers traveling them. 


Contractor Fa.rrel at the present 


time is working on the Emmitsburg 
road and has that road almost finish- 
ed from the Peach Orchard to the 
point where the branch of the Read- 
ing railroad crosses the road, and be- 
fore winter is here this road will prob- 
ably be at the borough limits.

In addition to the metropolitan press 


and the country press throughout the 
land being a unit for the Lincoln road- 


" "way, it has the active support of the 
Lincoln Association. An officer of the 
associaton suggested the roadway af- 
ter visiting many foreign countries, 
as being the greatest memorial a pow- 
erful nation could raise to the great 
Lincoln on one hundredth anniversary 
of his birth, Feb. 12, 1909. The pro- 
ject has the support of a large number 
of the great men of the country. 


The plans for the roadway as told 


by Congressman Lafean provide for a 
bill to be introduced into the House 
and-Senate at the opening of Congress 
in December and that all preliminary 
legislative steps be taken, so that the 
act will be ready for final passage on 
Feb. 12, 1S09. That it will be made 
the special program of Congress on 
the day of the one hundredth anniver- 
sary. Upon passage the President will 
sign the bill and immediately after 
being signed the roadway will be offi- 
cially begun by some one driving a 
pick into the ground at the Washing- 
ton terminus. 


The probable route was said to be 


a straight line north from Washing- 
ton to Westminster, and then turning 
northwest a straight line from West- 
minster to the National Cemetery at 
Gettysburg. When the question was 
asked as to terminus at Gettysburg the 
answer given was as near a point as 
can be reached to the place where Lin- 
coln delivered his great speech in the 
National 
Cemetery. The road will 


come within three-quarters of a mile, 
as at present projected, of Littlestown. 


Surveys are being made at the pres- 


ent time for the roadway and it is ex- 
pected to be able to show Congress a 
completed way when bill is presented. 
It is said that due north to Westmin- 
ster and northwest to Gettysburg will 
give the best possible route and grade. 
That this route will encounter less 
bridging and would stretch through 
a beautiful garden country. Wealthy 
Washington people are providing for 
preliminary survey which will be fin- 
ished before December 1st. 


To questions as to the proposed road 


Governor Stuart will recommend to 
next Pennsylvania Legislature, the ex- 
planation was forthcoming that it 
would not pass through Gettysburg, 
but would be proposed to go from 
Philadelphia to Lancaster, to Harris- 
burg, down the Cumberland Valley 
.and then westward. That the Gover- 
nor's idea was that such a highway 
would be a trunk line, from which 
branches would be built and that there 
would be a connecting branch with 
the Lincoln roadway. 


The Lincoln roadway will follow no 


road at present laid out but would 
come across country in almost an air 
line One standing in the Evergreen 
Cemetery and gazing southeastward 
can appreciate the scope of the coun- 
try that it would occupy, an open way 
that looks as though specially created 
for the purpose. 


The enthusiasm and the unanimity 


of sentiment for the Lincoln roadway 
calls for recognition at the hands of 
the Gettysburg Battlefield Memorial 
Association created under Act of 1907 
to erect a $150.000 memorial structure 
When that commission visited Gettys- 
burg last April the Lincoln roadway 
idea had not been made public. No 
one dreamed that such a project was 
to be sprung upon the country and any 
site believed to be available last April 
for the Pennsylvania memorial will 
have become unavailable in view of 
the Lincoln roadway. 


The Pennsylvania commission should 


take no steps now until the fate of the 
Lincoln roadway is settled. When it 
becomes a sure thins: then the commis- 
sion should do over the work of site se- 
lect ing. The roadway could with UK- 
utmost propriety change the entire 
character of the memorial to Pennsyl- 
vania soldiers. If the commission did 
not place the memorial SOUK- where 
in relation to the terminus of i3ie road- 
way they will everlastingly have fallen 
down in the eternal fatness of 1hin.cs. 


With the greatest battle of the Civil 


War on Pennsylvania soil, with the 
large number of Pennsylvania soldiers 
rushing to drive the invaders from 
their native state, with President Lin- 
coln making his immortal call Jo pa- 
triotism on Pennsylvania soil, a Penn- 
sylvania memorial should be placed 
in some artistic relation to the Lin- 
coln roadway. Why the Character or 
kind of memorial must in the fitness 
of things take on a new significance 
in form and shape by reason of the 
roadway.

Help the Birds To Live—Do not Kill, 


"Save the birds who save our lives 


and crops," is to be the watchword of 
the new national campaign which is 
being launched by the National Asso- 
ciation of Auaubon Societies. The pre- 
diction of Henry W. Henshaw. a gov- 
ernment expert, that "were the birds 
exterminated it is almost certain that 
not only successful agriculture would 
become impossible but the destruction 
of the greater part of vegetation would 
follow, is to be its key-note. The estab- 
lished fact that destructive insect life is 
today alarmingly on the increase and 
the birds, its natural check, steadily 
becoming exterminated 
will be set 


forth before every farmer, orcbardist, 
railroad and business men together 
with the known loss of $800,000,000 
due to this condition last year. Medi- 
cal authorities will be cited and the 
profession aroused to the possibilities of 
plague in the decline of the water-foul, 
Nature's scavengers. 


"We intend to place before all the 


people the greater non-partisan issue 
confronting the nation at this time," 
said Wlliam Detcher, president of the 
National Association of Audubon Soci- 
ties at its headquarters, 141 Broadway, 
to-day. -'We are squarely faced by an 
impending national calamity and yet 
the goverment only appropriates some 
$62,000 a year to investigate and edu- 
ciate on tliis paramount economic pro- 
blem. As much is put into one single 
gun which is soon worn out. Until 
the federal and state governments are 
forced by the people to establish ade- 
quate departments or bureaus for the 
expert handling of this important sub- 
ject our association will keep up this 
fight throughout the nation. I believe 
this work will eventually be adopted 
asotie of the government's most essen- 
tial activities: but, until it is, we shall 
call ou all patriotic Americans to help 
us till the breach and struggle with the 
giave problem whch, aside from sen- 
timent, is of intense economic import, 
ance."

One of thf principal requirements of 


a mayor in Germany Is unqualified hon- 
esty, for in tbe municipal administra- 
tion of Germany sraft in any form 
would nn£ be tolerated. To become the 
inoyof of a city like Berlin the ap- 
plicant must have established his repu- 
tation for efficiency In governing other 
German cities. His career Is carefully 
scrutinized by the members of the 
town council who select him, for not 
only must be be competent and suc- 
cessfully perform the duties of his high 
position, but still so young aS likely to 
remain competent for many years, for 
a mayor in Prussia Is elected for a 
term of twelve years and if not re- 
elected after that period Is entitled to 
a life pension of half the amount of his 
salary. After a service of six years 
his pension is one-fourth of his salary 
and after serving twenty years two- 
thirds. He need not necessarily be a 
resident of Berlin at the time of his 
appointment—in fact, the mayor Is usu- 
ally chosen from the residents of other 
cities.

The Farmers Should Never Forget 


That Lime and Clover 


Mean Prosperity. 


"he Atkins lounty apple crop i^5 ex 


ji'.-tcd to be almost as laifte a*> last 
>o.u-. It could doubtless IH> called 
't',i per cent, crop, and that will be 
about as big a crop as any section will 
yield this year. The Cincinnati "Pack- 
er. ' a paper devoted to produce inter- 
est says of the apple crop: 


Reports received this week from ap 


tile growers and shippers hi the central 
States indicate that these states, taken 
as a whole, will only produce about 
£5 ;jer tent, of a lull crop, but will 
have as man.- 01 moie apples than last 
yea/. Some sections and especially 
those lying farther 1101 th report better 
conditions and in some instanced re- 
port better ciop than las,t year. Some 
of These sections report that Irom 60 
lo 75 per cent, of a lull crop will be 
realized by seme oi' the giowerh who 
ha-.e given their orchards proper at- 
tention.

farmer that does not iebon to these 
sure methods of good crops will onl> 
rec.p tbe harvest of neglect. 


The pin chasing power ot the i'aimer 


determines in high degree the piosper- 
JLJ of the commercial world. In turn 
the income of the fain-er depends 
largely upon the maintenance of soil 
fertility. The greatest agent in mak- 
ing and keeping land fertile is clover 
which adds humus to the soil and 
stores nitrogen in the land. In recent 
years The Pennsylvania Experiment 
Station has received many complaints 
from farmers in various sections of 
the state that clover fails to grow as 
•well as formerly. There are 
large 


areas in which clover no longer thrives 
Tlr.s is due in most instances, probab- 
ly to exhaustion of the soluble lime 
in the soil. Clovei demands lime, both 
as a plant food and as an agent to de- 
st -oying acids harmful to bacterial life. 
The necessity of liming a^id soils be- 
gins to be understood by fanner?. The 
Pennsylvania Station, however, has 
been making laboratorj examinations 
of soils on its own faims in a lime- 
stone valley and finds that there is 
need of soluble lime on many of the 
plots. The original lime has leached 
away in great degree and wherever 
the clover is found to lack thrift there 
is sure to be found a deficiency in lime, 
van ing from 300 to 1500 pounds per 
sere. The Station advises light dress- 
ings of lime and frequent applications. 
An application of 20 to 40 bushels of 
lime once in each crop rotation is far 
better than very heavy applications 
at long intervals. Light liming of all 
land which contains any free acid will

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing amendments to the Constitu- 


tion ol the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania so as to consolidate the courts of 
common pleas of Fhllac'.< :i'hia and Alle- 
gheny counties, and to K'.VU the General 
Assembly power to esuiulish a separate 
court in Philadelphia county, with crim- 
inal and miscellaneous Jurisdiction. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Senate 


and House of Representative* In General 
Assembly met, That the following amend- 
ments to the Constitution of Pennsylva- 
nia be, and the same are hereby, pro- 
posed in accordance with the eighteenth 
article thereof:— 


That section six ol article five be amend- 


ed by striking out the said si-cii :i and 
Inserting in place thereof the following: 


Section 6. In the counties of .Philadel- 


phia and Allegheny all the jurisdiction 
and powers now vested in the several 
numbered courts of common pleas, shall 
be vested in one court of common plea* 
In each of said counties, composed of all 
the judges in commission in said courts. 
Buch jurisdiction and powers shall ex- 
tend to all proceedings at law and In 
equity which shall have been instituted 
In the several numbered courts, and ehall 
be subject to such changes as may be 
made by law. and subject to change of 
venue as provided by law. The president 
judge of each of the said courts shall be 
•elected as provided 1,- law. The number 
of judges in each of said courts may be, 
by law. increased from time to time. This 
amendment shall take effect on the first 
Monday of January succeeding its adop- 
tion. 
Section 2. That article five, section 


eight, be amended by making an addition 
thereto so that the same shall read as 
follows: 


Section 8. The said courts In the coun- 


ties of Philadelphia and Allegheny re- 
spectively shall, from time to time, in 
turn, detail one or more of their judges 
to hold the courts of oyer and terminer 
and the courts of quarter sessions of the 
peace of said counties, in such manner as 
may be directed by law: Provided, That 
In the county of Philadelphia the Genera!

Be it resolved by the Senate and House 


of Representatives of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania 
In General Assembly 


met. That section eight, article nine, of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, read- 
ing as follows:— 
"Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school district, 
er other municipality or Incorporated dis- 
trict, except as herein provided, shall nev- 
er exceed seven per centum upon the as- 
sessed value of the taxable property 
therein; nor shall any such munlclpality 
or district Incur any new debt or Increase 
Its indebtedness to an amount exceeding 
two per centum upon »uch assessed valu- 
ation of property, without the assent of 
the electors thereof at a public election, 
in such manner as shall bo provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which now 
exceeds seven per centum of such as- 
sessed valuation, may be authorized by 
law to increase the same three per cen- 
tum, in the aggregate, at any one time, 
upon such valuation." be amended, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the eight- 
eenth article of said Constitution, so that 
said section, when amended, shall read 
as follows:— 
Section 8. The debt of any county, city, 


borough, township, school district, or 
other municipality or incorporated dis- 
trict, except as herein provided, shall nev- 
er exceed ten per centum upon the as- 
sessed value of the taxable property 
therein: nor shall any such municipality 
or district Incur any new debt or in- 
crease its indebtedness to an amount ex- 
ceeding two per centum upon such as- 
sessed valuation of property without tfc« 
assent of the electors thereof at a public 
election, in such manner as shall be pro- 
vided by law.
